Indianapolis, 
Jay. 
13.—Gove aor 
Durbin, accompanied by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Taylor and Au Ii.or of S at 
Hart, 
left at midnight for Washington for 
tho purpose of urging that Indiana's 
war claim, am ounting to n arly $700,- 
000, be aliow-ed. 
They will probably 
remain at the capital during the en­ 
tire week. The governor and his offi­ 
cial associates feel that they will he 
lobbying for a just cause, as it is gen­ 
erally conceded that Uncle Sam owen 
the debt. 
The state has at various 
times since the close of the civil war 
endeavored ‘o collect the claim, which 
was originally about twice as much as 
it is now, but after making a partial 
payment the coffers of the United 
States government were closed 
so 
tightly that all efforts to get the bal­ 
ance of the debt wiped out have failed. 
At the las* session of congress a bill 
allowing the cia m was reported fa­ 
vorably by the committee to which it 
was referred, but it poi no further 
as other matters crowded it o it. Con­ 
gressman Hemenway of the Fire! dis­ 
trict took the m atter up again during 
his summer vacation, and at the open­ 
ing of the present session introduced 
another bill that he and the other 
members of congress from this state 
have been pushing vigorously. 
They 
have strong hopes now that it will be 
allowed before the adjournment, as 
the governors and members of con­ 
gress of Michigan and three or four 
other states that have similar claims 
have joined hands in trying to get 
these old debts cleared up. The claims 
arc for money advanced during the 
civil war for the equipment of volun­ 
teers and sending them to the front, 
and if allowed will be applied at once 
to the payment of the state debt.

The designs of eastern rugs are often 
the spontaneous outcome of the fancy 
of the weaver. 
Sometimes they are 
handed down from one generation to 
another In some cases young girls are 
taught the design by an adult, wha 
marks it in the sand. At other times a 
drawing of the rug Is made on paper, 
tile Instructor showing her pupils the 
arrangement of every thread and the 
color to be used. When all this has 
been done, the pupils must make the 
rug without looking at the drawing. 
Persian rugs excel those of other 
countries in artistic design as well as 
In harmonious coloring. The Persians 
seem to have a natural intuition in the 
use and blending of different shades, 
and in the designs that contain these 
certain colors they achieve the happiest 
results. It is really wonderful what 
exquisite fabrics these people, born 
and reared In ignorance aud poverty, 
produce. 
The designs in Persian rugs are gen 
emily floral, and in some distracts, cir 
peeially Pars, the women weavers in­ 
vent the designs, varying them every 
two or three years. The Mohammedan 
religion does not allow- any direct rep­ 
resentation of animal forms, conse­ 
quently rugs woven under its influence ; 
take floral, geometric and vegetable 
forms. 
The Sh la ii sect of Moslems, 
however, numbering about 15,000,000, 
of whom 8,000,000 are Persians, do not j 
regard representations of animals as 
unlawful. By the induct-y of this sect 
and that of infidels and of all who dis 
regard tho law of the Koran animal 
forms are seen on some Persian rugs. 
The prayer rug was evidently Invent­ 
ed far the purpose cf providing the i 
worshipers with one absolutely clean 
place on which to offer prayers. 
It is 
not lawful for a Moslem to pray on any 
place not perfectly clean, and unless 
each one has bis own special rug he is 
not certain that the spot has uot been 
polluted. 
With regard to the purity of 
the place of prayer Mohammedans are 
specially careful when making their 
pilgrimages, the rugs which they take 
with them having been preserved from 
pollution by being rolled up until the 
Journey is begun or until the hour foi 
prayer arrives. 
It does not matter to 
these followers of Mohammed how 
andean a rug that Is on the floor may 
be, because over it they place the pray­ 
er rug when their devotions begin. 
The Turkish rugs made at Sivas ar* 
always woven of wool, and almost ev­ 
ery hamlet carries on the Industry of j 
weaving in the -homes. 
There arc no 
factories, the youug girls and women 
doing the work here as In other parts 
of Turkey. 
Sivas rugs are in most 
cases small, measuring about eight by 
four feet, but iu these years larger and 
more attractive rugs are being made. \ 
Even the poorest families have fine 
rugs, for they regard them as valuable 
property, to he sold only under the 
I pressure of great extremity. The weav- 
i ers are so frugal in their manner of 
A Large and Harmonious Meeting jiving tirnt their daily earning of is to 
IO cents is sufficient to supply their 
wants. 
Their food consists usually of 
rice and crushed wheat, with occasion­ 
ally a small jdece of mutton. 
Smyrna is only a mart foi the sale 
of comparatively inferior rugs that are 
made la the interior from the coarse 
hair of the Angora goat. 
These are 
woven in irregular designs and. al­ 
though uot artistic, are largely sought 
as coverings for the bare floors and to 
add wnrmth. 
The weaving of these 
rugs Is crudely done by girls and wo­ 
men. Sometimes the loom is primitive­ 
ly constructed from the trunks of trees. 
The designs are very simple and have 
either been handed down from earlier 
generations or are supplied from the 
city. 
Yuruk rugs are so called from a band 
of nomads who dwell among the moun­ 
tains of Anatolia. 
They have large 
flocks of fine sheep and weave rugs of 
firm, even texture. The colors are very 
good, the field often of dark brown, or 
namented with large designs. 
About 200 years ago small embroider 
ed rugs were largely made in Persia, 
chiefly at Ispahan. Those were prayer 
rugs, and on each of them, near one 
end. was a small embroidered mark to 
show where the bit of sacred earth 
) from Mecca was to be placed. In obo 
dience to a law* of the Koran that the 
head must be bowed to the ground In 
j prayer this was touched by the fore­ 
head when the presentation was made, 
and so the letter of the law was carried 
out. The custom prevails. The Persian 
women who weave the finest prayer 
rugs seldom weave any other kind of 
rug.—“ Rugs, Oriental and Occidental.”

Moisture is indeed 
the fabric out of which all this feath­ 
ery w hiteness is built up; but, although 
it seems sometimes as if It is disturbed 
in a very capricious manner, there are 
nevertheless certain definite circula­ 
nt!! aces w bidi cause the hoarfrost to 
settle down on some surfaces rather 
tim u o th e rs 
On any cold and frosty 
morning it will usually Ive found th at 
those surfaces th a t are the best radi­ 
ators of heat are also those th a t are 
the most successful in collecting hoar­ 
frost. 
It is not alw ays realized, how­ 
ever, th a t all objects are continually 
radiating heat, so that, no m atter how 
much they may receive from the sun, 
they are coustunliy trying to get rid 
of it. 
A fern leaf or a stone m ay perhaps 
receive generous supplies of heat dur 
tug the day, but as soon as night comes 
ft hurries to spend or radiate it, and 
the object th a t is quickest at this work 
Trill soon become covered in hoarfrost. 
E very one lins observed how the mois­ 
tu re from the air will settle on the out­ 
side of a glass of cold w ater brought 
suddenly into a w arm room. 
A sim ­ 
ilar process takes place in the open 
air, so th a t as the currents of moist air 
travel across surfaces th at are very 
cold they pay tribute in drops of va­ 
por. which in w arm w eather take th e 
form of dew and in cold of hoarfrost.
